Meats and Dyinks, &c. keep thou with that 
Holy.

wholely mortifie that Spirit that delighted in 
theſe things. 
And in thy Holy Form and Manner of 
Aleeting together, alwayes have thy Mind 
exerciſed in that Love and Life, Virtue and 
Power of the Lord, by which he touched thy 
Heart,and met with thee therein in the begin. 
ning. ſo ſhalt thou enjoy more and more of 
his Preſence, and encreaſe in Wiſdom, -Life 
and Strength, and all the Virtues of the Holy 
Spirit : And though thou haſt received an Ur- 
&tion from tne Holy One, which is able to 
teach thee all things. neceftary or needful to 
thy Salvation ; yet this will not lead thee to 
forſake the aſſembling of thy ſelf with the
